Introduction 

The evaluation study of the scheme of post metric scholarship 
namely Rajarshi Sahu Maharaj meritorious scholarship to students 
belonging to scheduled castes, scheduled tribe and OBC being 
implemented through social welfare department in Maharashtra. This post 
matric scholarship for Backward Classes constitutes an important 
mechanism of state efforts to provide equal opportunity in education for 
disadvantaged sections of state. 

The objective of the scheme is to provide financial assistance to the 
scheduled caste, scheduled tribe and OBC students studying at post 
matriculation or post secondary stage to enable them to complete their 
education. 

Evaluation studies are designed and conducted to assess the 
performance, process of implementation, effectiveness of delivery system 
and the impact caused by the development programmes/projects 
implemented by the Government in diverse areas of social and economic 
concern. The studies aims at identifying the factors contributing to the 
success and failure of various programmes and deriving lessons for 
improving the performance of such programmes through better design of 
future schemes. Regular monitoring and evaluation is the only way of 
knowing whether the objectives of the plan schemes are realized as 
intended. The findings thrown-out by the evaluation studies suggest the 
ways and means by which schemes could be improved upon during 
planning and implementation and serve as a benchmark for correctional

review of the planning process to ensure efficient, effective and balanced 
utilization of public resources. 


Statement of the Problem: 

Today, due to globalization and privatization it is very difficult to 
take professional education specially those who are suffering from the 
financial crunch. The backward class of the society in Maharashtra is 
depriving to take higher education especially at national level like 1.1. M., 
I.I.T., Business Education, and N.I.T. etc although they are having the 
intellect. To provide the equal rights for education at all levels for the 
deprived classes the Department of Social Justice, Govt, of Maharashtra 
instituting the scholarship in the name of Rajarshi Shahu Maharaj for the 
backward classes to take higher and professional education like IIM, IIT, 
Business Education and NIT etc. It is very necessary to know the impact of 
this scholarship for the educational development of backward classes. 
There is a need for evaluating the impact of this scholarship on the 
beneficiaries. Total approximately 1000 students have been benefitted 
under this scholarship. It needs to be evaluated in term of the educational 
development of the students and role played by these beneficiaries in the 
development of the nation also. Hence the research topic has been chosen 
for the study as under : 

"Impact of Rajarshi Shahu Maharaj Scholarship for the Educational 
Development of Backward Students in the Maharashtra State: An 
Evaluative Study" 
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Aim & Objectives of the Project: 

The broad Aim of the project is to evaluate the impact of Rajarshri 
Shahu Maharaj Scholarship on educational development with the 
following objectives 

• To know the current status of Rajarshi Shahu Maharaj Scholarship 

schemes implemented by Department of Social Justice, 
Maharashtra State. 

• To seek the opinion of the beneficiaries about the adequacy of the 

benefits/incentives provided under the scheme. 

• To assess the impact of the Rajarshi Shahu Maharaj Scholarship 

scheme on the educational advancement of the Backward Classes 
students. 

• To ascertain the problems/bottlenecks experienced in the process 

of implementation of the scheme and to suggest remedial measures 
in the working of the scheme. 

• To offer the suggestions to implement Rajarshi Shahu Maharaj 

Scholarship effectively and efficiently. 

Review of Literature: Review of Research and Development in the 
Subject

□ National Status: 

Acharya Sushan and Luitel Bal Chandra (2006). The functioning and 
effectiveness of scholarship and incentive schemes in Nepal. This 
paper was prepared by Ms Sushan Acharya and Mr Bal Chandra Luitel 
within the framework of UNESCO’s regular programme on Technical 
Support for achieving UPE with special reference to girls and children of 
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disadvantaged communities and ethnic minorities initiated by the UNESCO 
Office in Kathmandu. This study aims to answer a number of questions 
concerning the functioning and effectiveness of scholarships and 
incentives intended for girls and children of disadvantaged communities. 
The desire to understand various incentive schemes from local 
perspectives arises from the need to provide policy makers, planners, 
administrators, educators and donors with important insights to help 
improve the management of existing incentive and scholarship schemes. 
Initiated primarily to generate understanding about the management, 
functioning, institutional arrangement, potential impact and constraints 
related to Government and UN scholarship/incentive schemes, this study 
also uncovered some unexpected issues and information. One of these 
issues a debate on the concept and intention of scholarships. 

Bhoria, S.S. ( 2009) Department of Economic and Statistical Analysis, 
Haryana, Chandigarh. Evaluation Study of Post Matric Scholarship to 
the students belonging to Scheduled Castes. 

The Evaluation study of the scheme of Post Matric Scholarship to 
students belonging to Scheduled Castes being implemented through 
Welfare of SC/BC department in the State highlights the salient features 
and its implementation, the benefits derived from the scheme, 
shortcoming and gaps in its execution. The scheme of Post Matric 
scholarship for Scheduled Castes, constitutes an important mechanism of 
the State efforts to provide equal opportunity in education for 
disadvantaged sections of the State. This is a 100% Centrally Sponsored 
Scheme and the Scheduled Caste students whose parents/guardians 
annual income is less than Rupees one lakh per annum are given benefit 
under this scheme. 
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The survey revealed that out of the sample of 268 beneficiary 
students, 72(26.9%) were provided amount of scholarship in June, 2005 
after the closing of academic session 2004-05. The norms with regard to 
disbursement of scholarship were not adhered to in letter and spirit as laid 
down in the guideline under the scheme. As per the instructions the 
amount of scholarship of the first 4 months, of the academic session should 
be given to the SC students at the time of their admission by the concerned 
educational institution from the budget which is made available as adhoc 
amount by the Higher education department and District Welfare Officers. 
Only 6(2.2%) students out of the 268 were given amount of scholarship 
during July to Sept, 2004 out of the adhoc amount. Further 196(73.13%) 
students of the total sample students under the scheme during the 
academic session 2004-05 were provided benefit within the academic 
session.

The Government remains the largest provider of elementary 
education in the country. Nearly 80% of all recognized schools are either 
run or supported by it. While school infrastructure and children’s access to 
school has increased significantly in the past few years, high pupil-teacher 
ratio, poor quality of teacher training, archaic and rote learning practices 
have adversely affected the overall schooling experience of children. Also, 
access, efficiency and quality issues in education affect marginalized 
communities (Scheduled Caste, Scheduled Tribe, Muslim minorities, girls, 
those living in remote rural areas, slums, etc.) since they are totally 
dependent on the government education system. 

Alongside providing free schooling, the Government of India and 
State governments have launched many schemes, scholarships and 
programmes to raise the levels of participation of the marginalized in 
school education. These aim at decreasing dropout rate, reducing gender 
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gap, motivating students for pursuing higher education and promoting 
equity. For instance, the Central Government has introduced the Prime 
Minister’s 15-Point Programme for Welfare of Minorities, which focuses 
on, amongst other things, enhancing opportunities through improved 
access to school education and scholarships for meritorious students from 
minority communities. 

‘Scholarships and Financial Assistance Schemes for School 
Education in India’ is an attempt to fill in this information gap. The 
document is a compilation of the range of scholarships, financial assistance 
schemes and incentives offered by the Government of India through its 
different Ministries, Departments, autonomous institutions and seven 
State governments namely Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, Delhi, Gujarat, 
Maharashtra, Rajasthan and Uttar Pradesh for pursuing school level (class 
1 to 12th) education. A few scholarships offered by other-than- 
government agencies (in Rajasthan) have also been included. For each 
scholarship or scheme, the information has been given on uniform 
parameters such as: name of the Ministry/Department offering it, target 
group, scholarship amount, eligibility criteria, mode of selection, 
application procedure, support documents required, important dates 
(availability and submission of forms), disqualification clauses, other 
useful information and contact details (postal address, telephone and fax 
numbers, e-mail ID and website address) of the relevant agency. The 
information has been systematically organized in a tabular format. While 
effort has been made to provide complete and accurate details, there are 
information gaps.

NIC SAKSHAM -Scholarship Management System, Uttar Pradesh - National 
Informatics Centre, Govt, of India. Government disburses Scholarship 
which is an incentive to the students to inspire them to continue their 
studies and make them connected with main stream of education. It is a 
means to reduce the dropout rate. ‘Saksham’ was initiated as a project of 
hope for children belonging to the weaker sections and uphold their right- 
to-education. The project was aimed to reach the right and deserving 
candidates within time frame and without leakages, increase transparency 
in distribution of scholarships, provide speedy transfer of scholarships to 
the students, prevent frauds, minimize misappropriation of funds, build a 
comprehensive MIS for the Government & devise a tool for proper 
monitoring, control and planning for state government. It is the first of its 
kind project in country to have used IT based initiative for electronic 
transfer of scholarships directly to the bank account of beneficiaries. It 
manages the scholarship system right from the primary stage till the 
student attains professional qualifications. The project uses the inherent 
strength of Internet and its excellent outreach and feed back capabilities 
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for ushering in transparency in system. It has streamlined the distribution 
of scholarships to the nearly 4 crores students of from Class 1 to PG 
courses in any discipline. Five achievements of the 
programme/project/ initiative: 

1) The project also facilitates about 20 lakhs students belonging to the 
BPL families to pursue higher education and professional courses 
such as B.Tech, M.Tech, MBBS, MBA every year. In 2011-12 
scholarship amount of approx 46045 lakh and fee amount of 
155402 lakh was reimbursed by the government through the 
system. 

2) The "Saksham” system ensures timely transfer of scholarship 
directly to the bank accounts of students and does away with 
repetitive paperwork. The project has already benefited more than 
40 million students from OBC, SC, Minority Community and General 
category. Around 1900 crores are being electronically distributed 
through the system annually. 

3) The "Saksham” provides a common platform to all the departments 
(social welfare, minority welfare, backward class welfare, education 
& planning) involved in the scholarship management process. 

4) Substantial savings in cost and time, reduced mal practices and, 
above all, an efficient & transparent system 

5) Tracking of student from primary stage to till the time he/she 
attains professional qualifications 

But no research has been identified on the proposed topic hence the 
proposal has been made. 
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Conceptual Framework: 

There is need to evaluate the impact of Rajarshi Shahu Maharaj 
Scholarship for the educational development of the backward classes 
students so that the government should also know how much they are 
spending on this scholarship and what is the result and utilization of this 
scholarship for the educational development of the beneficiaries and also 
for the development of the nation. It also offers great opportunities and 
awareness among the backward class student community. The study will 
be also helpful to the Government of Maharashtra for the policy decision to 
increase the financial assistance, to increase the intake capacity for the 
students and in term of other means also to improve the effectiveness of 
utilization of the scholarship. This research project will definitely helpful 
and useful for Social-Science professionals as well as other professionals 
from different disciplines. This will facilitate the access of research 
projects and its inclusion in ICSSR research project databases. 

Research Methodology: 

Descriptive method of research was followed which also include the 
survey method and for collection of data questionnaire and personal 
interview techniques were followed. 

To meet the above objectives the secondary and primary data was 
generated through structured questionnaires canvassed at Maharashtra 
State and District Level. The primary data-base for the study was 
generated through a sample survey of 246 beneficiary students of selected 
educational institutions during 2003- 2013.The sample beneficiary 
students were selected using random sampling frame work. Four 
instruments (schedules) of observation were designed and canvassed to 
the selected sample units at different level. The primary data collected 
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from the beneficiary students relates during 2003-13. The field survey was 
conducted during the month of March, 2014 to May, 2015 . 


(a) Coverage: Out of entire 686 beneficiaries 246 beneficiaries of the 
Rajarshi Shahu Maharaj Scholarship during 2003 to 2013 were 
taken for the research project. Based on the availability of data of 
beneficiaries with the department of Social Justice sample were 
chosen. This scholarship was divided into two parts based on the 
geographical area. The scholarship was given to the backward class 
students who are studying at foreign and in India. This scholarship 
is categorized as various heads like Rajarshi Shahu Maharaj 
Scholarship for the 11 th class students who have secured highest 
marks in 10 th class, Rajarshi Shahu Maharaj Scholarship for taking 
admission at national/international level institute for higher 
education. The study were focusing on the Rajarshi Shahu Maharaj 
Scholarship for taking admission at national/international level 
institute for higher education.

Scheme of Post- Matric Scholarship to 
Backward Classes Students for Studies in Higher 
Education: An Overview 

Introduction: 

The Government of India has since independence initiated a number 
of steps for improving the level of literacy and education. In this context, 
the Government has recognized that educational and economic support for 
backward classes has not been adequate and that there is disparity 
between them and the non-backward sections of the population at every 
level. It is self evident and universally accepted that education is one of the 
key instruments of effective development of weaker sections. The 
objective of the scheme is to provide financial assistance to the backward 
students studying at post matriculation or post secondary stage to enable 
them to complete their education. 

Along side providing free schooling, the Government of India and 
State governments have launched many schemes, scholarships and 
programmes to raise the levels of participation of the marginalised group 
in school education. These aim at decreasing dropout rate, reducing 
gender gap, motivating students for pursuing higher education and 
promoting equity. For instance, the Central Government has introduced 
the Prime Minister’s 15-Point Programme for Welfare of Minorities, which 
focuses on, amongst other things, enhancing opportunities through 
improved access to school education and scholarships for meritorious 
students from minority communities. 
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Government of India (Central government) scholarships 

The scholarships/schemes offered by the Government of India is 
distributed in different levels. Sixteen scholarships have been covered, 
including National Talent Search (NTS) scheme, National Meritcum-Means 
scholarship, Pre and Post-Matric scholarships respectively for minority 
community students, Post-Matric scholarship for Scheduled Caste and 
Scheduled Tribe students. These scholarships are funded by the Central 
Government either fully or on cost sharing basis (with the concerned 
State). Invariably, these scholarships are implemented through the 
counterpart/concerned State Ministry/Department. 

The six Union Ministries and the number of scholarships offered by 
each are as follows: 

• Ministry of Social Justice and Empowerment 

• Ministry of Human Resource Development (MHRD) 

• Ministry of Minority Affairs (MMA) 

• Ministry of Women and Child Development 

• Ministry of Tribal Affairs 

• Ministry of Science and Technology 

Quota of scholarships for each State/Union Territory 

Students from each of 35 States and Union Territories (UTs) of India 
are eligible to apply for these scholarships subject to their meeting 
eligibility conditions. Each of the States/UTs has been allocated a specified 
number of quotas of scholarships (for students of their State/UT) by the 
Ministry. Allocation of the quota has a basis to it. For example, under the 
Pre Matric Scholarship Scheme of MMA, scholarships to 22 lakh students 
were on offer for 2009-’10. The quota for Uttar Pradesh and Maharashtra 
was 3.7 lakh and 2.02 lakh students respectively while Dadra and Nagar 
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Haveli and Daman and Diu (both UTs) had a quota of 220 students each 
respectively. The allocation is based on the population of minority 
community in each of the States/UTs. (Similarly, the NTS scheme (of 
National Council of Educational Research and Training, MHRD) has a two 
stage selection process. For stage 2 (national level examination), each 
State/UT can recommend only a fixed number of students which is arrived 
at on the basis of enrolment of students in class 7 and 8 in that State/ UT. 
However, the final selection (after stage 2 and interview) is made on the 
basis of marks attained by the student and no State quota is applicable. 

Grades/classes of study 

The scholarships covered in this compilation are given for studies in 
classes ranging from 1 till 12th, some of them continuing onwards, 
covering professional courses and (some) up till Ph. D level. This is helpful 
in pursuing higher education studies. Say for instance, the NTS which is 
given from class 9 onwards and subject to the student satisfying eligibility 
conditions, can continue till Ph.D. In a nutshell, the breakup is as follows. 

1. Pre-matric scholarships - which provide scholarships for study in 
classes 1 to 10th. 

2. Post-matric scholarships - which provide scholarships for studies 
from class 11 onwards and (some) continuing till Ph.D. 

3. Secondary and onward grades - class 9 onwards till Ph.D (NTS, for 
instance). 

4. Only for senior secondary grades - classes 11 and 12th, such as 
Maulana Azad scholarship for meritorious girl students from 
minority communities. 

5. Senior secondary classes - from class 11 onwards and continuing 
upwards, such as Kishore Vaigyanik Protsahan Yojana. 

6. Secondary and senior secondary grades - classes 9 to 12th only, 
such as Chacha Nehru Scholarship. 
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State government scholarships 

The Central government (Government of India) scholarships are 
followed by scholarships, schemes and incentives (such as insurance 
cover, free bicycle/scooty, etc) offered by seven State governments (and a 
few private/not-for-profit organisations) of Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, Delhi, 
Gujarat, Maharashtra, Rajasthan and Uttar Pradesh. Largely, these are 
open to students of that particular State only. They too have restrictions of 
category and income. Domicile certificate is an important document to be 
attached with the application form along with others mentioned earlier. It 
has to be noted here that there are information gaps on scholarships listed 
in this section. It is advised that students contact the Block/District/State 
level offices of the Education Department for complete and updated 
information. Most of the departments/ministries have websites (some of 
them in regional language too) which can be consulted. 

The Post Matric Scholarships enables a considerable number of 
Scheduled Caste students to obtain post-matric and higher level of 
education resulting in their overall educational and economic 
development. The Scheme provides for 100 per cent Central Assistance to 
the State Governments and UT Administrations over and above the 
respective committed liability of the State/UT. The committed liability of 
the North Eastern States has, however, been dispensed with. The scheme 
presently covers approximately 50 lakh Scheduled Caste students. Scheme

1. Objective of the Scheme 

The objective of the scheme is to provide financial assistance 
to the Scheduled Caste students studying at post matriculation or 
post-secondary stage to enable them to complete their education. 

2. Scope 


These scholarships are available for studies in India only and 
are awarded by the government of the State/Union Territory to 
which the applicant actually belongs i.e. permanently settled. 

3. Conditions of Eligibility 

The scholarships are open to nationals of India. These 
scholarships will be given for the study of all recognized post¬ 
matriculation or post-secondary courses pursued in recognized 
institutions with the following exceptions: "Scholarships are not 
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awarded for training courses like Aircraft Maintenance Engineer's 
Courses and Private Pilot license Courses. Courses at Training - Ship 
Dufferin (Now Rajendra), courses of training at the Military College, 
Dehradun, courses at Pre-examination Training Centres of all India 
and State levels." 

Only those candidates who belong to Scheduled Castes so 
specified in relation to the State/Union Territory to which the 
applicant actually belongs i.e. permanently settled and who have 
passed the Matriculation or Higher Secondary or any higher 
examination of a recognised University or Board of Secondary 
Education, will be eligible. 

Candidates who after passing one stage of education are 
studying in the same stage of education in different subject e.g. I.Sc. 
after I .A. or B.Com. after B.A. or M.A. in other subject will not be 
eligible. 

Students who, after having completed their educational 
career in one professional line, e.g. L.L.B. after B.T./B.Ed. will not be 
eligible. From the academic year 1980-81, studies in two 
professional courses are allowed. 

Students studying in Class XI of the Higher Secondary School 
courses of the XII Class of the Multipurpose High School will not be 
eligible for it being a continuous school course. However, in cases 
where Xth class examination of such courses is treated as equivalent 
to Matriculation and students who after passing Xth class join other 
courses, such students will be treated as post-matric students and 
will be eligible for the award of scholarships. 
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Students pursuing Post Graduate courses in medicine will be 
eligible if they are not allowed to practice during the period of their 
course. 

Students who after failing or passing the under 
graduate/post-graduate examinations in Arts/Science/Commerce 
join any recognised professional or Technical 
certificate/diploma/degree courses will be awarded scholarships if 
otherwise eligible. No subsequent failure will be condoned except 
courses in Group T. 

Students who pursue their studies through correspondence 
courses are also eligible. The term correspondence includes distant 
and continuing education. 

Employed students whose income combined with the income 
of their parents/guardians does not exceed the maximum 
prescribed income ceiling are made eligible to post-matric 
scholarships to the extent of reimbursement of all compulsorily 
payable non-refundable fees. 

All children of the same parents/guardians will be entitled to 
receive benefits of the scheme. 

A scholarship holder under this scheme will not hold any 
other scholarship/stipend. If awarded any other 
scholarship/stipend, the student can exercise his/her option for 
either of the two scholarships/stipends, whichever is more 
beneficial to him/her and should inform the awarding authority 
through the Head of the Institution about the option made. No 
scholarship will be paid to the students under this scheme from the 
date he/she accepts another scholarship/stipend. The student can 
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however, accept free lodging or a grant or adhoc monetary help 
from the State Government or any other source for the purchase of 
books, equipment or for meeting the expenses on board and lodging 
in addition to the scholarship amount paid under this scheme. 

Scholarship holders who are receiving coaching in any of the 
pre-examination training centres with financial assistance from the 
Central Government/ State Government will not be eligible for 
stipend under the coaching schemes for the duration of the coaching 
programme. 

Note 1: It is mentioned under the item III (condition of eligibility) of this 
scheme that the scholarship will be given for the study of all 
recognized post-matriculation or post-secondary courses 
pursued in recognized institutions, the list of courses grouped (I 
to IV) is only illustrative and not exhaustive. The State 
Governments/Union Territory Administrations are, thus, 
themselves competent to decide the appropriate grouping of 
courses at their level as advised vide this Ministry's letter 
No.ll017/13/88-Sch.Cell, dated 3.8.1989. 

4. Means Test 

Scholarships will be paid to the students whose 
parents/guardians' income from all sources does not exceed 
Rs. 2,50,000/- (Rupees Two lakhs Fifty thousand only). 

Note 1: So long as either of the parents (or husband in the case of 
married unemployed girl student) is alive, only income of the 
parents/husband, as the case may be, from all sources has to be 
taken into account only and of no other member even though 
they may be earning. In the form of income declaration, income 
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is to be declared on this basis. Only in the case where both the 
parents (or husband in the case of married but unemployed girl 
student) have died, the income of the guardian who is supporting 
the student in his/her studies has to be taken. Such students 
whose parent's income is affected due to unfortunate death of 
one of earning parents and resultantly comes within the income 
ceiling prescribed under the scheme, shall become eligible for 
scholarship, subject to their fulfilling other conditions of 
eligibility, from the month in which such sad incidence takes 
place. Applications for scholarships from such students can be 
considered even after lapse of last date of receipt of applications, 
on compassionate grounds. 

Note 2: House rent allowance received by the parents of a student shall 
be exempted from the computation of 'income' if the same has 
been permitted to be exempted for the purpose of Income tax. 

Note 3: Income certificate is required to be taken once only i.e. at the 
time of admission to courses which are continuing for more than 
one year. 

Note 4: The revised income ceiling has been further upgraded, after 
taking into account Consumer Price Index for Industrial workers 
upto October 2009. Income Ceiling would be revised once in 
every two years linking it with Consumer Price Index for 
Industrial Workers for the month of October of the year, 
preceding the year of revision and will be made effective from 
April.

Note 1: Commercial Pilot License Course (CPL) 

CPL course would include Commercial Helicopter Pilot License 
(CHPL) and multi-engine rating training on A-320 and similar aircrafts 
even after the candidate has got scholarship for multi-engine rating 
training with the CPL course. CPL course is covered under Group T. The 
number of awards for CPL will be 50 per annum. Consequent upon 
receiving applications from concerned students, concerned State 
Governments/UT Admns. should scrutinize them for determining their 
eligibility under the scheme and thereafter recommend the number of 
eligible applicants for CPL training (with their names) each financial year 
to the Ministry of Social Justice & Empowerment (their applications need 
not be sent to the Ministry). Upon receipt of such information, Ministry 
of Social Justice & Empowerment will give clearance to the concerned 
States/UTs on the first-come-first served basis upto 50 awards for the 
country as a whole. Selected candidates are provided a maintenance 
allowance at the rates applicable to Group T courses i.e. Rs.1200 per 
month for hostlers and Rs.550 per month for day scholars. In addition 
all compulsory fees, including flight charges are to be provided as fee. 
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Note 2: Normally the term 'Hostel' is applicable to a common residential 
building and a common mess for the students run under the 
supervision of the educational institution authorities. In case the 
college authorities are unable to provide accommodation in the 
college Hostel, an approved place of residence can also be 
treated as Hostel for the purpose of this scheme. The place will 
be approved by the Head of the Institution after due inspection 
and keeping in view the rules and regulations laid down by the 
University, if any. In such case, a certificate to the effect that the 
student is residing in an approved place of residence, as he is 
unable to get accommodation in the college hostel should be 
furnished by the Head of the Institution. 

It is further clarified that such deemed hostels should 
consist of such accommodation as is hired at least by a group of 
5(five) students living together, usually with common mess 
arrangements. 

Note 3: Scholars who are entitled to free board and/or lodging will be 
paid maintenance charge at l/3rd at Hostellers' rate.

Provision of transport allowance upto Rs.160/- per month for 
disabled students, if such students do not reside in the hostel, which 
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is within the premises of educational institution. The disability as 
per the Persons with Disabilities (Equal Opportunities, Protection of 
Rights and Full Participation) Act, 1995 is defined as blindness, low- 
vision, leprosy-cured, hearing impairment, locomotor disability, 
mental retardation and mental illness. 

• Escort Allowance of Rs.160/- per month for severally handicapped 
day scholar students with low extremity disability. 

• Special Pay of Rs.160/- per month is admissible to any employee of 
the hostel willing to extend help to a severely orthopaedically 
handicapped student residing in hostel of an educational institution, 
who may need the assistance of a helper. 

• Allowance of Rs.240/- per month towards extra coaching to 
mentally retarded and mentally ill students. 

The provisions in (B) to (D) will also apply to such leprosy-cured 
students. 

Note 1: The disabled students belonging to Scheduled Castes covered 
under the Scheme can also get such additional benefits from 
other Schemes, which are not covered under the scheme. 

Note 2: The disability as defined under the said Act has to be certified by 
competent medical authority of the State Govt./UT 
Administration 

(iii) Fees 

Scholars will be paid enrolment/registration, tuition, games, Union, 
Library, Magazine, Medical Examination and such other fees compulsorily 
payable by the scholar to the institution or University/Board. Refundable 
deposits like caution money, security deposit will, however, be excluded. 
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Note : Compulsory non-refundable fee charged by recognised 

institutions against free and paid seats of recognised courses can 
be fully reimbursed as per the fee structure approved by the 
competent State/Central Government authority. However, while 
sanctioning scholarship against paid seats, State Governments 
should make the income verification compulsory. 

(iv) Study Tours 

Study tour charges upto a maximum of Rs.1600 per annum, limited 
to the actual expenditure incurred by the student on transportation 
charges etc. will be paid to the scholars studying professional and technical 
courses, provided that the head of the institution certifies that the study 
tour is essential for the scholar for completion of his/her course of study. 

(v) Thesis Typing/Printing Charges 

Thesis typing/printing charges upto a maximum of Rs.1600 will be 
paid to research scholars on the recommendation of the Head of the 
Institution. 

(Vi) Book Allowance for Students pursuing Correspondence/ 
Distance Education Courses 

The students pursuing such courses are also eligible for an annual 
allowance of Rs.1200/- for essential/prescribed books, besides 
reimbursement of course fees. 

(vii) Book Banks 

o Book Banks are to be set up in all the Medical, Engineering, 
Agriculture, Law and Veterinary Degree Colleges and Institutes 
imparting Chartered Accountancy, MBA and alike Management 
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courses and Polytechnics where Scheduled Caste students are in 
receipt of Post Matric Scholarship. The set of text books will be 
purchased for 2 such SC students at various stages except in respect 
of Post-graduate courses and Chartered Accountancy where it will 
be one set for each student. However, the ratio of sets and students 
will have to be adjusted to the total number of sets that could be 
procured within the total resources allocated to the State concerned, 
o The details of courses covered for setting up of Book Banks, ceiling 
of admissible expenditure per set of books and sharing criteria are 
given below:

• The Book Banks are to be set up in all the recognised 
colleges/institutions where these courses are being offered as 
recognised courses. 

• Purchase of books for these Book Banks will be restricted to the 
prescribed text books for the entire courses. 




The State Governments may constitute Expert Groups consisting of 
members from selected colleges/educational institutions of 
different regions to decide the adequate number of text books in a 
set (not reference books) required for each course. 

The life period of one set of books has been fixed at 3 years. 
Thereafter the books may be disposed of by the institutions in the 
same manner as the books in the library subject to the guidelines, if 
any, of the State Government/UT Administration in this regard. 
These books are to be supplied to SC students in installments, 
depending on the course, semester structure etc. 

The following rules shall govern the distribution of books to the 
students: 

Each SC student will be provided with an identity card for this 
purpose. 

Each SC student will be required to submit requisition for 
borrowing books from the Book Bank in a form to be provided for 
this purpose. 

The books would be returned to the Book Bank at the end of each 
term. The Principal of the college/institution will make every effort 
to ensure that those students who complete their course or those 
who drop out in the middle, return the books belonging to the Book 
Bank 

It is the responsibility of the student concern to maintain the books 
supplied to them from the Book Bank, in good condition. 

Any case of loss or damage to the books would attract penalty. In 
case of serious damage or loss of books, the student concerned will 
have to bear the cost of the book. 
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6. Selection of Candidates 

• All the eligible Scheduled Caste candidates will be given 
scholarships subject to the application of Means Test prescribed in 
this Scheme. 

• Candidates belonging to one State but studying in other State will be 
awarded scholarships by the State to which they belong and will 
submit their applications to the competent authorities in that State. 
In the matter of exemption from fees or other concessions also they 
will be treated as if they were studying in their own State. 

7. Duration and Renewal of Awards 

• The award once made will be tenable from the stage at which it is 
given to the completion of course subject to good conduct and 
regularity in attendance. It will be renewed from year to year 
provided that within a course which is continuous for a number of 
years, the scholar secures promotion to the next higher class 
irrespective of the fact whether such examinations are conducted by 
a University or the Institution. 

• If a Scheduled Caste scholar pursuing Group 1 courses fails in the 
examination for the first time, the award may be renewed. For 
second and subsequent failure in any class, the student shall bear 
his/her own expenses until he/she secures promotion to the next 
higher class. 

• If a scholar is unable to appear in the annual examination owing to 
illness and or on account of any other unforeseeable event, the 
award may be renewed for the next academic year on submission of 
medical certificate and/or other required sufficient proof to the 
satisfaction of the Head of the Institution and his/her certifying that 
the scholar would have passed had he appeared in the examination. 
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• If according to the Regulations of a University/Institution, a student 
is promoted to the next higher class even though he/she may not 
have actually passed in lower class and is required to take 
examination of the junior class again after sometime, he/she will be 
entitled to scholarship for the class to which he/she is promoted if 
the student is otherwise eligible for scholarship. 

7. Payment 

• Maintenance allowance is payable from 1 st April or from the month 
of admission, whichever is later, to the month in which the 
examinations are completed, at the end of the academic year 
(including maintenance allowance during holidays), provided that if 
the scholar secures admission after the 20th day of a month, the 
amount will be paid from the month following the month of 
admission. 

• In case of renewal of scholarships awarded in the previous years, 
maintenance allowance will be paid from the month following the 
month upto which scholarship was paid in the previous year, if the 
course of study is continuous. 

• The Government of the State/Union Territory Administration, to 
which they belong, in accordance with the procedure laid down by 
them in this regard, will pay the scholarship money to the selected 
students. 

• Scholarship will not be paid for the period of internship/ 
housemanship in the M.B.B.S. course or for a practical training in 
other course if the student is in receipt of some remuneration 
during the internship period or some allowance/stipend during the 
practical training in other course. 
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8. Mode of Disbursal of Scholarship 

In order to ensure timely payment of scholarship amount to the 
beneficiaries, the State Government/UT administrations are requested to 
avoid cash payment of scholarship amount and are required to issue 
instructions to all concerned that payment of scholarship should be made 
to beneficiaries through their accounts in post offices/banks with phased 
transition to Smart Cards. 

9. Other Conditions for the Award 

• The scholarship is dependent on the satisfactory progress and 
conduct of the scholar. If it is reported by the Head of the Institution 
at any time that a scholar has by reasons of his/her own act of 
default failed to make satisfactory progress or has been guilty of 
misconduct such as resorting to or participating in strikes, 
irregularity in attendance without the permission of the authorities 
concerned etc., the authority sanctioning the scholarship may either 
cancel the scholarships or stop or withhold further payment for 
such period as it may think fit. 

• If a student is found to have obtained a scholarship by false 
statements, his/her scholarship will be cancelled forthwith and the 
amount of the scholarship paid will be recovered, at the discretion 
of the concerned State Government. The student concerned will be 
blacklisted and debarred for scholarship in any scheme forever. 

• A scholarship awarded may be cancelled if the scholar changes the 
subject of the course of study for which the scholarship was 
originally awarded or changes the Institution of study, without prior 
approval of the State Government. The Head of the Institution shall 
report such cases to them and stop payment of the scholarship 
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money. The amount already paid may also be recovered at the 
discretion of the State Government. 

• A scholar is liable to refund the scholarship amount at the discretion 
of the State Government, if during the course of the year, the studies 
for which the scholarship has been awarded, is discontinued by 
him/her. 

• The provisions of this scheme can be changed at anytime at the 
discretion of the Government of India. 

11. Announcement of the Scheme 

All the State Governments/UT Administrations will announce in 
May-June, the details of the scheme and invite applications by issuing an 
advertisement in the leading newspapers of the State and through their 
respective websites and other media outfits. All requests for application 
forms and other particulars should be addressed to the Government of 
State/Union Territory Administration to which the scholars actually 
belong. The applicant should submit the completed application to the 
prescribed authority before the last date prescribed for receipt of 
applications. 

12. Procedure for Applying 

An application for scholarship should comprise: 

• One copy of the application for scholarship in the prescribed form 
(separate application forms as have been prescribed for 'fresh' and 
renewal scholarship by concerned States/UTs). 

• One copy of the passport size photograph with signatures of the 
student thereon (for fresh scholarship). 

• One attested copy of certificates, diploma, degree etc. in respect of 
all examinations passed. 
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• A certificate (in original) of Caste duly signed by an authorised 
Revenue Officer not below the rank of Tehsildar. 

• An income declaration by the self-employed parents/guardians, 
stating definite income from all sources by way of an affidavit on 
non-judicial stamp paper. Employed parents/guardians are 
required to obtain income certificate from their employer and for 
any additional income from other sources, they would furnish 
declaration by way of an affidavit on non-judicial stamp paper. 

• A receipt in acknowledgement of the scholarship in the previous 
year on the form attached to the application only duly counter¬ 
signed by the Head of the Institution concerned, if the application 
was in receipt of a scholarship under this scheme in the preceding 
year. 

• Application complete in all respects shall be submitted to the Head 
of the Institution, being attended or last attended by the candidates 
and shall be addressed to an officer specified for this purpose by the 
Government of State/Union Territory to which the student belongs, 
in accordance with the instructions issued by them from time to 
time. 

13. Funding Pattern of the Scheme 

The Scheme is implemented by the State Governments and Union 
Territory Administrations, which receive 100% central assistance from 
Government of India for the total expenditure under the scheme, over and 
above their respective Committed Liability. The level of Committed 
Liability of respective State Governments/Union Territory 
Administrations for a year is equivalent to the level of actual expenditure 
incurred by them under the Scheme during the terminal year of the last 
Five Year Plan Period and is required to be borne by them for which they 
are required to make required provision in their own budget. The North 
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Eastern States have, however, been exempted from making their own 
budgetary provisions towards Committee Liability from Ninth Plan Period 
(1997-2002) onwards and the entire expenditure under the Scheme in 
respect of them will be borne by Government of India. 

NOTE : Additional committed liability on account of the revision of the 
Scheme w.e.f. 01.07.2010 shall be passed on to State Govts/U.T. 
Administrations at the end of the XII Five - Year period (w.e.f 
1.4.2017), and not after the XI Plan period. 

All the State Governments and Union Territory Administrations 
implementing the scheme will: 

• furnish data of beneficiaries and expenditure under the scheme, to 
Government of India, regularly in the Quarterly Reports prescribed 
for this purpose. Financial assistance given under the scheme shall 
not be utilized for any other purpose. 

• designate Grievance Redressal Officers (GROs) at the State and 
District levels to redress students' scholarship-related grievances.

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Chapter 4 

Analysis and Interpretation 


The Ministry of Social Justice and Empowerment, Govt, of India is 
the Nodal Agency for preparing the guidelines, release of funds by Govt, of 
India, monitoring the progress of implementation etc. for the scheme at 
the centre. At State level, the department of Welfare of Scheduled Castes 
and Backward Classes is the Nodal Agency to execute the scheme. 

For the purpose of the evaluation study 246 scheduled caste 
students who were given benefit of Post Matric Scholarship of Rajarshi 
Chattrapati Shahu Maharaj Merotorious scholarship during years 2003-13, 
were selected from educational institutions . All sampled 246 beneficiary 
students were contacted for the study. In this chapter the data regarding of 
246 sampled beneficiaries, like gender wise analysis, education of the 
sampled beneficiary students, educational qualification of parents, 
occupation of the families of the beneficiaries, annual income of the 
families of the beneficiary students and impact of scholarship on their 
future education, problems faced during procedure of applying for 
scholarships, suggestions to improve the effective utilization of 
scholarship etc. are analysed.

Table No. 1 shows the distribution of questionnaires to the 
backwards students in Maharashtra State. The total numbers of 
beneficiaries have been taken during the year 2003-2013. Total 686 
beneficiaries were found taking advantage of this scholarship during ten 
years. The questionnaires is distributed to the beneficiaries of Rajarshi 
Shahu Maharaj Scholarship who have completed their education in I.I.T., 
I.I.M., Business Schools, N.I.T. and Others colleges as Government 
Engineering colleges. Out of total 686 beneficiaries based on random 
sampling 246 questionnaires were distributed out of which 180 
beneficiaries were responded. Maximum 86% response was recorded by 
Government engineering colleges followed by IIT Students i.e. 82%.

The importance of education in the social upliftment and economic 
advancement of the downtrodden communities cannot be over-emphasized. 
It would be interesting to look at the educational status of the family 
members of the beneficiaries in order to find-out the general educational and 
socio-economic background from which they are drawn and whether contain 
minimum familial educational levels are required to make possible 
educational advancement to the post matric level. 

It can be seen from the above table that out of total 180 families 170 
families are educated and rest of the 5.55% families are illiterate. The table 
also reveals that occupation wise classification of family of beneficiaries’ 
students. 24 (13.33%) families were engaged in agriculture and worked as 
farmer; 41 (22.78%) were found earning their livelihood from private sector; 
75 (41.67%) engaged in service; 14 (7.78%) were found as retired person 
and 26 (14.45%) were engaged in other self Business. 

It can be observed that Maximum 75 (41.67%) families were doing

Keeping in view the study objective, whether the benefits of scheme is 
being provided to the needy students, the table is represented. The beneficiaries 
are depended on family support, Bank loan and only on Rajarshi Shahu Maharaj 
Scholarship. Out of the total 180 sample beneficiaries students, 26 (14.44%) 
students taken support from the income of the parents; 10 (5.55%) students 
depended on bank loan; none of the students earning as self; 15 (8.33) students 
only depended as a source of income for their educational higher study after 
awarding Rajarshi Shahu Maharaj Scholarship, 123 (68.33%) students depended 
on Scholarship and other sources of income.

The above table shows the year wise distribution of sanctioned amount 
and expenditure incurred for Rajarshi Shahu Maharaj Scholarship. This 
scholarship is offered by school education department, Government of 
Maharashtra. Class 10 th and 12 th students is in Merit list or SC, ST, OBC students 
scoring 75% or more marks in the above examination respectively are eligible 
for this scholarship. The amount is given to students of class 10 th and 12 th who 
attain first rank in Maharashtra State received Rs. 2,50,000, 1,00,000 for regional 
level Rs. 25,000 at district level 10,000 at Taluka level Rs. 5,000 at Secondary 
school and Junior college level and Rs. 50,000 at regional merit examination. 
Number of scholarship is depended on subject to the total number of rank holder 
or eligible candidates.

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CHAPTERS 

Summary of Findings, Shortcomings and 
Recommendations 


The government has special concern and commitment for the well 
being of the socially disadvantaged groups viz. the scheduled castes (SCs), 
the scheduled Tribes (STs), the other backward classes (OBCs) and the 
minorities as they still continue to lag behind the rest of the society due to 
their social and economic backwardness. The constitutional commitments 
made in favour of these socially disadvantaged groups prompted the 
policy makers and planners to accord high priority for the welfare and 
development of these groups right from the beginning of the country’s 
developmental planning launched in 1951. Since then, efforts were made 
to ensure that the benefit of the economic development accrued more and 
more to relatively less privileged classes of the society in order to reduce 
inequalities. To ensure educational development amongst the SCs and the 
STs the vital on going programme of Post Matric scholarship which was 
modified in April, 2003 by lifting all the restrictive clauses during the 
Tenth Plan, is being implemented with added thrust and wider coverage to 
encourage these groups to enter into higher general/technical streams of 
education. The main objective of the scheme is to provide assistance to the 
scheduled castes students studying at post matriculation or post 
secondary stage to enable them to complete their education. 

The main objectives of the project is to study impact of the scheme 
and to identify the areas of its weaknesses and suggest necessary 
corrective measures to be applied for bringing qualitative improvement in 
the performance of the scheme. 

A sample of 246 beneficiary students of the total 686 beneficiary 
students of the duration 2003-13 was selected by adopting random 
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sampling technique from Maharashtra districts for carrying out of the 

survey. 

The main findings of the study are as under:- 

1. Total 686 beneficiaries were found taking advantage of this 
scholarship during ten years (2003-2013). 

2. Out of 246 beneficiaries 180 beneficiaries were responded. 
Maximum 86% response was recorded from Government 
engineering colleges followed by IIT Students i.e. 82%. 

3. It is observed that Female beneficiaries to a substantial extent, they 
are six times more in number to female. This indicates the slow pace 
of scheduled caste population. None of the female beneficiaries are 
found in business school. 

4. It can be observed that Maximum 75 (41.67%) families of 
beneficiaries were doing Government service and they are aware 
about this scholarship. 

5. It can be inferred that out of 180 only 42 students are pursuing for 
their higher examination such as UPSC examination; IFS and for 
other competitive examinations. 

6. It has been found that 17 students (9.45%) are doing their job in 
administrative services, 78 students (43.33%) in technical field; 14 
(7.78%) are in executive field and 11 (6.11%) students are in 
scientific line. It can be observed that maximum 78 (43.33%) 
students get selected in technical field in comparison with other. 

7. Out of 180 Beneficiaries 3 students were found as working in NGO’s. 
They are providing consultancy services and also giving guidance to 
students for upliftment of their educational status. 

8. It is observed that out of the total 180 sample beneficiaries students, 
26 (14.44%) students taken support from the income of the parents; 
10 (5.55%) students depended on bank loan; none of the students 
earning as self; 15 (8.33) students only depended as a source of 
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income for their educational higher study after awarding Rajarshi 
Shahu Maharaj Scholarship, 123 (68.33%) students depended on 
Scholarship and other sources of income. 

9. It is also observed that maximum numbers of beneficiaries were 
depended on other source of income apart from the scholarship. 
The reason might be that the sanctioned amount may not be 
sufficient to study. 

10. It was observed that 34 students had received the scholarship for 
the academic session 2003-04; 30 students in 2004-05; 47 students 
in 2005-06; 62 students in 2006-07; 69 students in 2007-08; 32 
students in 2008-09 ; 124 students in 2009-10; 87 students in 2010- 
11; 104 students in 2011-12 and 97 students had received the 
Rajarshi Shahu Maharaj scholarship during 2012-13. 

11. Total 686 beneficiaries received the scholarship during the span of 
11 years, Out of which 124 students received scholarship in the year 
2009-10 followed by 104 students in 2011-12. Maximum number of 
students 404 (58.89%) have taken admission in Engineering field 
followed by 116 students in IIT. On the whole it can be concluded 
that beneficiaries were taken engineering field in comparison with 
other field. 

12. It is observed that variation in the sanctioned amount of scholarship 
can be seen in every year and total number of beneficiaries also. 
Maximum sanctioned amount is found in 2012-13 obviously became 
year by year the budget for education is growing gradually as 
number of students are also growing. It can be observed that 
whatever the provision is there in terms of amount it can be utilized 
in every year. No amount was unexpended during any year. 

13. It has been found that out of 180 students 107 (59.44%) students 
faced the problem of while registration or applying from school; 114 
(63.33%) students facing that delaying in getting the sanctioned 
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amount and amount is inadequate. 116 students facing the problem 
of delay in processing procedure; 109 students felt annual income 
limitation should not be supported and 112 students felt that Intake 
capacity is limited. 

14. It is observed that all though the benefit of the scholarship is much 
more but they were facing a lot of problems while utilized this 
scholarship. 

15. It is observed that an overwhelming majority of beneficiaries felt 
that their education could not be completed without the aid of the 
scholarship indicating their great dependency on the source of 
financial support for seeing them through education. 

16. It is significant that many minority students could not go in for the 
preferred course of the study due to financial problem of their 
families. The parents are not in a position to afford expenditure of 
their wards to continue the higher education whether it is general 
or provisional. 

17. It is observed that out of 180 students all students were utilized 
institutional facilities; 131 students used other facilities and 167 
students used book facilities. 

18. It can be observed that out of total 180 students 161 (89.44%) 
students were found satisfied with the library collection whereas 19 
(10.36%) were found not satisfied with the library collection. The 
reason for not satisfied might be indicate less or not sufficient 
collection in the library. 

19. It can be observed that very less number of students utilized the 
amount for purchase of books. Majority of the students were not 
utilized the amount for purchase of books which is not justifiable. 

20. It is observed that out of total 180 students 112 students suggested 
to increase the intake capacity, 109 students suggested to increase 
the amount of scholarship, 104 students were of the opinion that 
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the income ceiling should be increased; 118 students felt that users 
friendliness procedures to be followed; 115 students suggested 
amount should be released on time; 134 students (Majority) felt 
that online registrations process should be followed; 104 students 
suggested that users guideline should be given and 119 students felt 
that the sanctioned amount should be directly deposited in the bank 
account of the awardees of the scholarship. 

21. It was observed that publicity about this scholarship should be 
made by giving advertisement to college circular should be 
distributed. Students should make aware about this scholarship 
through prospectus published by concerned educational institution. 
Circulars should be issued in classes to make aware about this 
scholarship. 

22. It is observed that out of 180 beneficiaries 99 beneficiaries recorded 
their family got benefited and 106 students recorded they get other 
benefits. 

23. It is observed that majority of the students recorded this 
scholarship is very good to study for their higher education. 

24. It is observed that the beneficiaries of Rajarshi Shahu Maharaj 
Meritorious scholarship contributing towards the development of 
nation by working in different institutions. Out of 180 students 49 
students worked in industry; 26 worked in IT sectors and 25 
students worked in Management institute. They are playing their 
role while working and doing their job well. 

25. It can be observed that beneficiaries are also playing the role in 
social development for the upliftment of society. Out of 180 students 
82 students are providing consultancy services freely, 98 students 
providing guidance to junior students about how to prepare for 
examination and it is surprise to know that 58 students are 
providing financial help to needy students after getting jobs. It can 
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be inferred that beneficiaries are socially awaken to do something 
for society and they know about their responsibility for the society. 

Shortcomings/Bottlenecks 

The survey has highlighted certain shortcomings/bottlenecks as per 
observations made by the survey team in smooth execution of the scheme 
which are as follows 

(1) Delay in sanction of scholarship amount and other additional 
allowance by the Higher Education department and District Welfare 
Officers. 

(2) Norms fixed by the Government for disbursement of allowance as 
well as other additional allowances were not adhered to as per 
guidelines laid under the scheme. 

(3) The pre-audit system by the department of Higher Education delays 
in finalizing the awards and owing to it concerned educational 
institutions submit the final numbers of awards late to the 
department of Higher education for sanction. 

(4) Unnecessary delay in disbursement of allowance by the educational 
institutions. 

(5) Lack of wide publicity about other additional allowance, fees and 
dues which are not refundable by the educational institution. 

Recommendations 

The survey revealed that guidelines of the scheme were not being 
followed properly. On the basis of various findings and observations the 
following recommendations have been made in the effective 
implementation of the scheme. 

(1) Wide & effective publicity must be done before the beginning of the 
academic session about the maintenance allowance and other 
additional allowances fixed under the scheme. 
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(2) Pre-audit system adopted by the Higher Education department in 
finalizing the awards of the concerned educational institutions 
should be dropped to avoid un-necessary delay in the 
implementation of the scheme. 

(3) Income certificate of parents/guardians of the beneficiary student is 
required to be taken once only i.e. at the time of admission to 
courses which are continuing for more than one year. 

(4) At the time of admission in Medical College as well as Technical 
colleges, concerned district Welfare Officers should be present there 
and the non refundable fees/dues which are taken from the 
students at the time of counseling/admission should be paid by the 
concerned D.W.O. out of the fund/budget already made available as 
adhoc amount by the department of Welfare of SC/BC and the 
necessary documents i.e. income certificate of parents, caste 
certificate, resident certificate and academic qualification certificate 
of students should be collected at the time of admission. 

(5) Income ceiling of parents/guardians of the potential students 
should be increased from Rs. 1.00 lakh P.A. to Rs. 3.50 lakh P.A. 
keeping in view the revision of income ceiling which is still 
unrevised for the last five years. 

(6) At the time of admission, the eligible S.C. students should be given 
allowance of the first 4 months of the academic years so that the 
financial burden may be reduced and the poor/needy eligible 
student can continue their higher studies. 

(7) All the concerned higher educational institutions of general and 
professional/technical stream should collect the scholarship form 
complete in all respect and must be sent to the Higher education as 
well as D.W.O. upto 30th Sept, of academic session positively to 
avoid delay in the sanctioning of the maintenance allowance & other 
additional allowances fixed by the government. 
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(8) Rate of scholarship should be revised. 

(9) Other additional allowances such as study tour charges and thesis 
typing/printing to the eligible students of the P.G. classes. Should be 
increased. 

(10) Full tuition fees should be exempted of the students of 
correspondence courses. 

(11) Welfare department should provide funds for the set up of book 
bank in the Govt, and private aided educational institutions of the 
Higher education and must ensure that the concerned institutions 
have set up the book bank exclusively for S.C. students to issue text 
books as required as per their course/faculty. 

(12) The Higher education department as well as the District Welfare 
Officers should ensure that the benefit of the Post Matriculation 
Scholarship scheme should be provided during the academic 
session.
